On Law Enforcement 


The quarterly conference of the M. E. church was 


held Sunday evening, following the sermon delivered 
b\- the district superintendent. Dr. H. W. Dewey, of 
Cambridge. A unanimous call was extended to Dr. Jay 
C. Goodrich to continue to fill the Coshocton pulpit 
during the coming year. The use of the church was 
granted to the TV. C: T. U. for the county convention 
to be held here Sept. 30. A resolution was passed en- 
dorsing the work of the district superintendent, Dr. H. 
TV. Dcwey, of Cambridge. The following resolution 
was adopted : 


WHEREAS, Coshocton county voted under the Rose law to 


close the saloons ; and 


WHEREAS, the Methodist Episcopal church in its 
general 


conference has given unqualified endorsement to the Anti-Saloon 
League under whose management the Rose law was enacted ; and 


WHEREAS. Many saloons in Coshocton are now being open- 


ly conducted in flagrant violation of the law ; and 


WHEREAS, drunken men are to be seen frequently 
going 


into and coming out of these saloons ; and 


WHEREAS.'there has recently been granted unto several 


men in Coshocton, a United States government license to deal in 
intoxicating liquors thereby furnishing prima facie evidence that 
the local option law is being violated ; and 


WHEREAS, the mayor and police are apparently 
in sym- 


pathy with these violators of law, thereby stimulating men to be- 
come criminals. 


RESOLVED, That we. the members of the Official Board of 


the Methodist Episcopal churchof Coshocton, in quarterly confer- 
ence assembled, hereby deplore the wave of crime that is menac- 
ing the peace and welfare of our city and county and call 
upon 


the mayor and police to either comply with their oath of office 
and enforce the law or resign their positions. 


RESOLVED, That we endorse the Citizens" i^eague that has 


been organized to " consider all questions that concern the city's 
moral and industrial welfare and to arouse an interest in the en- 
forcement of law, and believing that Christianity stands for civic 
righteousness as well as for personal purity, we urge upon all 
Christiana and all sister churches to stand for the sentiment ex- 
prc«i*d In these resolutions. 


RESOLVED, That these resolutions be offered the ncwspa- 


Cook in his first message to Tiis 


countrymen was brief, tat noncom- 
mittal; Peary was even briefer, bnt 
specific- "Stars and stripes nailed to 
the north pole," he said. Tiat was 
all, but never before have so few 
words conveyed to a -people a greater 
meaning ot a greater patriotic satis-" 
faction. 


Duplicates Cook'* Perforrrance. 


Five days ago Dr. Cook sent ont 


from the Sbetlanu Islands the first 
message of his success—a message 
which has aroused a storm cf contro- 
versy arocnd the world. Robert E. 
Peary. lost from view in the land of 
ice and ttnSeara from since August- 
1908. startled tfce world by a similar 
message sent from Indian Harbor, 
Labrador. There was no qualifica- 
tion; it left no doabt. It announced 
unequivocally that be had reached 
Use top of the world- Thus two flags 
with the stars and stripes are float- 
ing In the ice packs, proving the cour- 
age of tbe intrepid Americans. 


With but a word from Peary, the 


world waits breathlessly for details; 
but until today, when he should ar- 
rive at Cfcateau Bay. Labrador, wait- 
ing must suffice. 


First word of 
Peary's success 


reached Xew York in a dispatch to 
the Associated Press. It contained 
the bare announcement of his finding 
the pole. Almost simultaneously he 
had transmitted the news to London, 
repeating 
dramatically and simply. 


"Stars and stripes nailed to the aorth 
pole." At the same time he similarly 
advised the governor of Newfound- 
land. 


Message IB Tantalizing. 


Like Dr. Cook's 
first message, 


Peary's ^as tantalizing in its brief- 
ness, and the waiting public, stimu- 
lated by Cook's success, was left uu- 
satiated- For. as d:d Dr. Cook. Peary 
resumed his homeward voyage imme- 
diately tfter filing the curt news of 
discovery.
